Prospects for Immediate Annexa=

Seem Bright Today. 


Washington, June 17.—The impression 


is today prevalent in the senate and ad- 
mitted even by the friends of Hawaiian 
annexation that the treaty cannot be 
ratified at the present session if there > 
any such opposition as promised. 


The program is now that a treaty w. 


be reported from the committee and that 
after the tariff bill has passed it will be 
called up. The senate will be asked If a 
time lor a vote can be Axed and upoa ob- 
jection by the opponents of the treaty its 
friends will say they ore content to allow 
it to He over until the next session.

in the face of opposition is that the senti- 
ment which may be only partially op- 
posed to the treaty will be cryitalizod 
which is not desirable.

End of the New York Tailor's War. 


Clothing Is Likely to 


Be Higher, 


(Special Dispatch to the TranacripL) 


New Vork, June 17.—The great strike 


of the tailors is M an end, and the strikers 
have won. A committee of the Contract- 
ors association was appointed at a meet- 
ing held last night to inform the Brother- 
hood of Tailors today that the association 
would sign the agreement of the brother- 
hood in a body. 


This committee mat Leader Schoenfield 


and the executive board of the tailors this 
morning and laid the proposition before 
them. 
Sohoen field and the board de- 


clined to accept the proposition, although 
the committee offered real estate as secur- 
ity or $1000 in cash. 


After a short interval the committee of 


the Contractors association decided that 
it wasTjest for the members to sign the 
proposed agreement as individuals and 
accordingly 140 contractors, employing 
2500 men will'sign the proposed agree- 
ment between now and Monday and give 
tbe required security. 


This action ends tbe great strike, which 


b&a resulted ip a victory of Meyer Schcen. 
feld and the Brotherhood of Tailors. 
There are a good many contractors who 
are not In tbe association who have not 
signed tbe agreement 
and have been 


holding off to see which way the cat was 
going to jump. It is very likely tbat these 
non-aasociation contractors will begin a 
scramble at once to aign the agreement 
and get work.

The message of the president was not 


a. very long document. It dealt with 
historical facts concerning the Islands, 
and showed that the United States and 
Hawaii yearly drew more closely bound 
to each other. This was not really an- 
nexation, be said, but a continuation of 
existing relations with closer bonds be- 
tween the peopbp closely related by blood 
and kindred ties. 


Since 1820, said the president, the pre- 


dominence of the United States had been 
known. The sending ot the first envoy 
there brought the islands in closer rela- 
tions with the United States, and those 
relations had grown more firm by suc- 
ceeding events. At the same time the 
tripartite agreement was made for the 
govnrnment of Samoa, he said. Great 
Britain and Germany wanted to include 
Hawaii in the group over which a pro- 
tectorate waa established, but the sug- 
gestion was rejected by the 
United 


States because this governnrant held 
that there already existed relations be- 
tween Hawaii and the United States 
which placed the islands under the es- 
pecial care of this country, and that 
this government ceuld not allow any 
other country to interfere in the affairs 
of Hawaii. The annexation of the isl- 
ands, said the president, an:, making 
them a part of th-e United States was in 


ands hereby ced^s, from the date of th» 
exchange of the ra-tifications of this 
treaty, absolutely and without reserve 
to the United States forever all rights 
and sovereignty of whatsoever Kind In 
and over the Hawaiian inlands and their 
dependencies, renouncing in favor of 
the Untied States every sovereign right 
of which as an independent nation It is 
now possessed, and henceforth said 
Hawaiian islands shall become and be 
an integral part of the territory of the 
United States." 


Tho Hawaiian government cedes to 


the United States the absolute owner- 
ship of all the public lands, public build- 
ings, ports, harbors, fortifications, mili- 
tary and naval equipments, and all 
other government piuperty. It IB speci- 
fically provided, however, that the ex- 
isting land laws of the Vnited States 
shall not apply to the pubic lands of 
Hawaii, but that special laws shall be 
irade from time to time for their dis- 
position, the proceeds of any sales of 
these lands to be applied to educational 
purposes In the islands. The islands 
are for the present to constitute a terri- 
tory of the United States, their local 
laws remaining in force until new ones 
are to be enacted. ~A local legislature is 
provided for. tut th-e veto power is 
vested entirely in the President of the 
United States. A commission of five 
persons, conatsUng of three Americans 
an-i two Hawallana, to be nominated 
by the president and confirmed by the 
senate is provided for the purpose of 
formulating the mode of government for 
the is*j.nds. 


The treaties of the United States with j 


o'her countries are substituted for the 
treaties Df Hawaii with the 
same 


countries tn contealllngthe international 
relations of theisjand. Immigration of 
Chinese laborers to the Islands Is pro- 
hibited, and the laws restricting Chinese 
Immigration to the United States are 
made to apply to the prevention of Chi- 
nese removing from Hawaii to this coun- 
try. 
This government agrees to assume 


the debt of the island republic to theex- 
t*nt of $1,000,0*0. 


The five rommiaBlom-rB provided for 


tti the treaty are expected to make re- 
commendations to congress as to new 
laws and also as regards the form of 
government, The present form of local 
government is to continue ,n the isl- 
ands for thf present, except that the 
President of the United States is to have 
immediate veto power over the acts of 
the Hawaiian legislative assembly. 


At the Japanese legation the docu- 


ment filed by the Japanese minister is 
not regarded aa a protest against the 


penaencies wni oring Ot necessity a IMTT 
and serious foreign policy, which can- 
not in all cases be dptermtned by an un- 
limited applica-tien of Monroeism.
